DESCRIPTION  OF  PARTS,  ETC. 


A  perusal  of  the  follnwinff  ■will  often  avoid  delay  occasioned  by  corre- 
spondence. 

"Wheels. — All  of  our  wooden  wheels  are  made  in  the  same  manuer  as 
those  used  on  carriages;  each  wheel  has  ten  spokes  of  thoroughly  seasoned 
hicitory  with  squnre  tenons  to  tit  exactly  the  mortises  in  huh,  into  which  they 
are  driven  tightly.  They  are  also  tenoned  into  the  felloes,  which  are  of  .second 
growth  ash,  and  are  bent. 

The  tires  are  three-quarter-inch  half-oval  iron,  welded  and  shrunk  on. 
The  hulls  have  an  iron  band  on  inside  end,  and  nickel-plated  band  on  out- 
side end. 

A  heavy  east  iron  box,  turned  to  fit  the  arm  of  axle,  is  driven  inio  bub 
and  wedged. 

Four  sizes  in  height  are  made,  viz;   24,  26,  28  and  30  inch  wheels. 

Chairs  that  take  the  larger  size  wheels  can  have  a  smaller  .size  substituted, 
keeping  the  seat  at  the  same  distance  from  the  floor,  or  the  seat  can  be  lowered 
one-half  as  much  as  the  difference  between  the  height  of  wheels.  Chairs  on 
which  the  smaller  wheels  are  used  can  have  the  larger  sizes  substituted,  in 
which  case  the  sv-d  will  be  raised  from  floor  a  distance  equal  to  one-half  the 
difference  in  the  size  of  wheels.     Flat  tire  can  be  used  in  place  of  the  half 


oval,  for  which  no  extra  charge  is  made.  Wider  tires  can  be  used,  fnr  which 
an  additional  charge  of  from  $1.00  to  :J;2.00  will  be  made.  No  extra  charge 
is  made  for  dilTerence  in  height  of  wheels. 

Our  wire  wheels  are  made  with  sliff  win_-  sjiukes  which  are  screwed  into 
the  hubs  and  rims;  the  rims  are  concave  iron  into  which  round  rubber  tires  are 
securely  cemented;  the  hubs  have  brass  caps  screwed  over  the  outer  ends  and 
oil  holes  covered  with  brass  caps.  ; 

Axles. — The  axles  on  all  our  Rolling  Chairs  are  made  of  three-quart«r-inch 
Iron;  the  arms  are  turned  tajiering,  making  a  close  fit  in  the  hub  boxes.  The 
axle  nuts  are  right  and  left  hand  and  are  silver  rapped. 

C.\STEK  "Wheels. — On  chairs  using  wooden  side  wheels,  the  caster  wheel, 
horn,  and  socket  are  of  malleable  iron,  the  spindle  of  ibehorn  being  accurately 
fitted  into  the  socket  and  the  whole  fitted  together  to  run  true. 

Any  of  our  Chairs  can  be  made  larger  where  needed,  at  an  additional  ex- 
pense according  to  increased  size.  Any  increase  in  the  widih  between  the  arms 
will  increase  the  total  width  of  Chair  an  equal  amount. 

To  reduce  the  distance  of  seat  iVom  the  floor  will  necessitate  a  correspond 
ing  roducti<m  in  the  di.stance  of  seat  from  foot-hoard,  and  to  inrrea.-^e  the  dis 
tancc  between  scat  and  fool-boanl,  will  also  increase  ibc  disi;in<-e  of  seat  from 
floor  an  equal  amount,

The  joints,  Iv.elve 
in  number,  upon  which  the  reclining  moiions  depend,  are  of  iron,  acrurately  adjusted,  and  tirmly  scoured  to  the  back,  seat,  front,  and  arms  of  the  Chair,  thereby 
adding  great  strength  and  durability.  These  joints  are  so  arranged  that  the  weight  of  the  occupant  is  evenly  distributed  on  the  different  parts,  ^o  that  they 
mutually  balance;  thus  but  little  exertion  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  invalid  to  assume  any  desired  position;  a  slight  backward  motion  of  the  body  causing 
the  back  of  the  f'liair  to  move  backward,  and  t«V«  rtrrsa.  When  adjusted  to  the  desired  position,  it  can  be  securely  fastened;  thus  this  Invalid  Reclining  Kolling 
Chair  perfectly  accomplishes  all  that  can  be  desired  for  the  comfort  of  the  occupant.  The  wheels  have  liand  rims  for  street  use,  lo  save  hand  from  contact  with 
dirt;  also  oral  iron  tires,  which  run  with  less  noise  and  will  not  cut  carpets.
